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22 YEARS JAIL FOR POLICE PREDATOR WHO ‘SHOWED NO REMORSE’ 



A PAEDOPHILE policeman who 
abused his position to sexually exploit 
boys over four decades has been jailed 
for 22 years. 

Allan Richards, who was also a Scout¬ 
master, was said to pose a ‘continuing 
significant risk of serious harm to the 
public’ by Judge Francis Laird QC as 
he was sentenced for 40 convictions 
against 23 boys - including rape and in¬ 
decent assault dating back to the 1970s. 

He must serve nearly 13 years behind 
bars at least before being considered 
for release. Once freed he faces being 
on licence for the remainder of his 22- 
year sentence plus five more years on 
top of that. The former West Midlands 


detective showed no sign of emotion as 
he stood in the dock at Birmingham 
Crown Court in front of some of his 
victims who wept as his jail term was 
announced. It is abundantly clear to me 
you have been a predator the whole of 
your adult life,” said Judge Laird. 

Computer 

“It is clear your actions have had a 
damaging effect. I have observed you 
and you have shown no remorse. I have 
no doubt if given the chance that you 
would continue to commit offences 
against boys. You were entrusted with 
the welfare of children and the vulnera¬ 
ble. You simply exploited that trust for 


your own sexual gratification.” Over 
two trials, Birmingham Crown Court 
was told the defendant, now 54, sexually 
abused boys at police stations, at Scout 
camps, in swimming pools, in a park, at 
his home, and other locations that can¬ 
not be disclosed. 

Some of his victims were from trou¬ 
bled backgrounds and already victims 
of sexual offences. During a search of 
his home in Thaxted Road, Tile Cross, 
Birmingham, detectives found a list of 
35 male names Richards had a ‘sexual 
interest’ in. Checks also showed he 
used the force computer to ‘keep tabs’ 
on his victims. It is believed there are 
more victims police have been unable to 


trace. He escaped prosecution in 2000 
and 2004 following complaints to police 
but both times no action was taken. He 
went on to abuse six more victims. 

Miss Miranda Moore QC, for the pros¬ 
ecution, said: “It was a deliberate abuse 
of his position as a police officer to facili¬ 
tate offending and prevent reporting - a 
number of the young boys said he told 
them no-one would believe them.” 

Richards was ordered to pay £60,000 
court costs and banned from contact 
with children and entering swimming 
pools. He will remain on the sexual of¬ 
fenders register for life. He denied all 56 
charges against him and has launched 
an appeal. 


Council calls for R0SPA review after complaints 


SAFETY PROBE ON 
BONFIRE CROWDS 


AN independent safety report is being carried out follow¬ 
ing complaints from the public about Sandwell Council’s 
bonfire and fireworks event at Dartmouth Park on Satur¬ 
day night. 

Councillor Richard Marshall, cabinet member for leisure, said: “We 
need to address what went wrong and then we need to look at what we 
do to make sure this doesn’t happen again. We had unprecedented num¬ 


bers of people coming to our event 
control. 

“While there were no reported injuries 
on the night, public safety is always our 
priority and so we are asking for an in¬ 
dependent ROSPA safety review. The re¬ 
view will look at the planning and delivery 
of our bonfire night event to make sure 
we don’t have repeat of Saturday night’s 
crowd problems again.” 

The move followed an announcement 
by council bosses, when they promised to 
‘learn lessons’ after hundreds of people 
complained about long queues to get into 
the event. Families were left furious at 
long delays to get into the park for the bor¬ 
ough’s biggest fireworks display, with some 
queueing for more than an hour. 

Overwhelmed 

Sandwell Council apologised for the 
chaos and said changes would be made. 

A ‘de-briefing’ took place on Monday 
morning to discuss what led to the delays. 

Councillor Marshall said staff were over¬ 
whelmed by higher-than-expected num¬ 
bers as more than 15,000 people descended 
on the park. He said making the display a 
pre-ticket event next year, which would 
mean no paying on the gate, was being con¬ 
sidered. The authority decided to axe its

Tipton fireworks display this year, reducing 
the number of events in the borough to two 
and Councillor Marshall admitted that may 
have had an impact. Organisation for the 
event was labelled a ‘farce’ and a ‘shambles’ 
by disgruntled visitors on Facebook. 

It is the latest headache the council 
has faced over its fireworks displays. An 
event was shifted from Brunswick Park in 
Wednesbury after a stray rocket flew into 
the crowd in 2014, injuring three people. 

Councillor Marshall said: “By the looks of 
it, numbers increased due to Walsall Arbo¬ 
retum shutting early and Birmingham not 
having a main bonfire weekend. On top of 
that, there were five pay points but people 
were just queueing at the one.” 

Angry visitors weighed in with criticism 
on social media following the fireworks dis¬ 
play on Saturday. Reishna Begum posted: 
“My five-year-old daughter and I queued 
for over an hour. By the time we got in we 
had missed the Frozen characters that my 
daughter was so looking forward to seeing.” 

Stella Stone said: “Queues were a joke. 
Little kids freezing and people queued for 
hours.”

Jekyll & Mr Hyde 
Barlow Theatre, Langley 

AN intimate and haunting science fic¬ 
tion classic. Not my words but those of 
Oldbury Rep, and how can anyone argue 
with that summing up of Robert Louis 
Stevenson’s classic novel, adapted here 
by Doncaster-born Nick Lane? 

There’s no doubt about it: this is a dif¬ 
ficult piece of work to present on stage 
but hats off to everyone concerned for 
presenting a haunting, atmospheric and 
at times disturbing production. 

What stands out is the consistency in 
creating a captivating mood from cur- 
tain-up, right through some intriguing 
and surprising twists and turns along 
the way, to the memorable climax. 

Directed by Paul Steventon Marks - 
he also takes the role of Mr Hyde - this 
show requires some concentration but 
the rewards are plentiful. 

Set in Dr Jekyll’s laboratory and var¬ 
ious locations around London, the sto¬ 
ryline poses many questions, not least 
the limits to which scientific research 
should be taken in the interests of 
self-improvement and getting the upper 
hand over mortality. 

And while the set, costumes and eerie 
music provided the ideal setting for such 
an iconic work, it was Shady Murphy 
who stole the show with her faultless 
portrayal of the bumptious yet vulner¬ 
able Eleanore O’Donnell. Garry Cooper 
is sure-footed as Dr Jekyll, while Rob 
Fusco and Phil Astle guarantee that the 
pace never flags as Dr Hastings Lanyon 
and Gabriel John Utterson respectively.

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Brothers are 
jailed after 
family row 
turns violent 

FIVE brothers have been jailed fol¬ 
lowing a violent family row. 

Saghir Ahmed, Mohammed Azam, 
Imran Khan, Ayaz Mahmood and 
Yaqoob Raza were jailed for their 
part in the incident in Cheshire Road, 
Smethwick, on April 12 last year. 

Iftikar Ahmed, another brother, 
and Raza Ali, father of the six, were 
given suspended terms at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court for their roles. 
All seven men live in Cheshire Road. 

Mr Delroy Henry, prosecuting, said 
Kasam Mohammed, son of Abdul 
Aziz, had returned to Cheshire Road 
after celebrating his marriage, driving 
with three family members including 
his father and brother Asif Aziz. 

He said the group armed them¬ 
selves with wood and started strik¬ 
ing the vehicle. Saghir Ahmed used a 
piece of wood with a nail or a screw 
through it to strike both Abdul Aziz 
near the eye, causing a 6.5cm cut, and 
hit Mr Asif on the back of the head. 

Saghir Ahmed, 39, pleaded guilty 
to assault occasioning actual bodily 
harm, malicious wounding and af¬ 
fray. He was sentenced to 39 months. 
Mahmood, 35, pleaded guilty to affray 
and got 19 months. Khan, 34, admit¬ 
ted affray and was sentenced to 18 
months, as did Azam, 44, and Raza, 
31, who got 14-month jail terms. 

Iftikar Ahmed, 38, pleaded guilty to 
affray and criminal damage. He was 
given 16-months, suspended for two 
years and 160 hours of community 
service. Ali, 66, pleaded guilty to af¬ 
fray, and was given 14-months, sus¬ 
pended for two years.

10 years for arsonist 
who torched ex's home 


AN arsonist who set fire to his ex-partner’s home 
when she and her six-year-old daughter were still 
inside, and then tried to set fire to himself, has 
been jailed for 10 years. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard how the 26-year-old 
mother bravely rescued her daughter, after waking to find 
her former boyfriend Daniel Watkins in her Cradley home 
saying: “I’m going to set this alight and you’re going to 
burn in hell for what you did to me.” 


The victim described how her 
living room and hallway then 
burst into flame, as a result 
of petrol Watkins had poured 
around her house on Chapel- 
house Lane in the early hours 
of June 3. 

Watkins, 34, of Smiths Close, 
Alcester, admitted two counts of 
arson with intent to endanger 
life, and was sentenced to a 10- 
year custodial sentence, along 
with an additional four years to 
be served on licence. 

Threatening 

Mr Howard Searle, prose¬ 
cuting, said Watkins and the 
adult victim, who along with 
her daughter cannot be named 
for legal reasons, had an ‘on and 
off relationship for around six 
to seven months. 

The relationship broke down, 
but on May 27 the defendant 
sent a threatening text mes¬ 
sage, which read: ‘Wouldn’t it be 
awful for [her daughter] to lose 
her mum.’ 

Another text message sent to 
someone else but seen by her 
stepfather said Watkins ‘would 
do time for her’. 

In fear the victim stayed at 
her mother’s for a few days prior 
to the incident, but on June 2 
had returned home. 

After putting her young 
daughter to bed, the victim went 
to sleep herself after watching 
TV, but then woke in the early 
hours because she had a feeling 
‘something was wrong’. 

On getting up she made the 
terrifying discovery that Wat¬ 
kins was inside, having gained

entry, seemingly through 
doors. He was standing half¬ 
way down the stairs when he 
said threatened: ‘You’re going 
to burn in hell’ threat. 

“At that moment she saw 
the flames light up,” said Mr 
Searle. 

Watkins fled, leaving the 
woman to desperately rush to 
her daughter’s bedroom, cov¬ 
ering the youngster in a sheet. 
She called 999 and also called 
out to the neighbours who 
woke to her screams. 

Getting to the rear of the 
house, as she was unable to 
escape through the front door, 
the woman gradually lowered 
her daughter down from an up¬ 
stairs window approximately 
10 feet up, to the neighbours 
waiting below. 

It wasn’t until the emer¬ 
gency services arrived that she 
herself escaped. 

Their house was so badly 
damaged they have been una¬ 
ble to return. 

Representing Watkins, Mr 
Graham Blower said this cli¬ 
ent’s actions related to his 
ongoing addiction to Class A 
drugs, but acknowledged that 
the only mitigating aspect was 
that his client had pleaded 
guilty. 

In addition to the custodial 
and extended sentence, Judge 
James Burbage QC imposed 
a restraining order forbidding 
Watkins from having any con¬ 
tact with the two victims for 
the rest of his life.

Head coach Tony Pulis sent the 23-year- 
old abroad on Friday in an attempt to get 
him back to a level of fitness he deems ac¬ 
ceptable. 

When Pulis was asked about the striker’s 
photo after Albion’s 2-1 win at champions 
Leicester, the Welshman said: “He’s look¬

OUR changing language. I’ve lost count 
this week of the number of times radio and 
TV commentators have told us that the 
gap between Clinton and Trump is “tight¬ 
ening.” A spanner tightens; gaps narrow. 

THE Marmite controversy rumbles on. 
A reader asks why a fall in the pound 
should affect the price of a spread made 
from by-products of the British brewing 
industry. He says: “I reckon somebody is 
extracting the yeast.” 

ONLY a few years ago, we were assured 
that eating eggs caused high cholesterol 
and clogged your arteries. Then we were 
told the theory was nonsense. And this 
week we are told that a review of 300,000 
patients suggests an egg a day keeps 
strokes at bay. A moment’s silence, please, 
for those who put their faith in the experts, 
stopped eating eggs and died of strokes. 

DO you detect the sickly whiff of hy¬ 
pocrisy? Home Secretary Amber Rudd 
rules out a full inquiry into the 1984 Battle 
of Orgreave and some Labour politicians 
cry shame. Yet Labour was in power for 13 
years. They had plenty of time to hold an 
inquiry. So why didn’t they? 

WE may not need afull-blown, lawyer-fest 
inquiry but Orgreave should be remem¬ 
bered and re-examined, if only to separate 
fact from propaganda. For a start, Or¬ 
greave was not a popular, class-war upris¬ 
ing against the despised Margaret Thatch¬ 
er that dozens of Leftie websites suggest. 

Thatcher was 
actually very 
popular in the 
1980s. The year 
before Orgreave 
she led the To¬ 
ries to a land¬ 
slide election 
victory with a 
huge majority 
of 144 seats. 

Three years after Orgreave she 
won her third general election with anoth¬ 
er massive majority. Although many Brits 
had sympathy for the miners, there were 
bitter memories of the Three Day Week 
caused by the miners’ strike of 1974. On 
the day itself, before the police perjury and 
evidence-tampering began, most folk sup¬ 
ported the force’s action. Victory for the 
police in the Battle of Orgreave may have 
been ugly but defeat was unthinkable. 

CONTINUING the recent theme of infla¬ 
tion, a reader on a pension calculates that, 
in order to buy the house he has occupied 
for 49 years today, he would have to be 
a first-time buyer earning £60,000 a year. 

MORE to the point, he says, when he 
first paid to watch Wolves over 60 years 
ago, his hobby consumed about one-fifti¬ 
eth of his salary. To get similar value in the 
Premier League today he would need to 
earn £90,000. He asks: “Has the football 
improved that much?” Discuss.

Jobs scheme at old school in 


PLANS to convert the site of a for¬ 
mer high school into a multi-mil¬ 
lion-pound industrial facility, creat¬ 
ing 120 jobs, were this week being 
recommended for approval. 

West Bromwich-based Steel & 
Alloy Processing Limited, who press 
and cut steel for the automotive in¬ 
dustry, plan to expand their opera¬ 
tions into Popes Lane in Oldbury. 

The proposal includes a factory 


measuring more than 25,000 sq m, 
and was due to come before Sandwell 
Council’s development control com¬ 
mittee yesterday (Wednesday). 

The 4.7m hectare site housed Al¬ 
bright High School, which closed in 
1983, and Sandwell’s Training and 
Development Centre, which has now 
been demolished. 

The facility would operate on a 
24/7 basis, with employees working 


over three shift patterns. The plans 
also allow for 500 sq m to be used for 
a utilities and waste management 
area and a 700 sq m two-storey office 
building. A gate house is proposed, 
with HGVs, staff and visitors access¬ 
ing the site from Parsonage Street. 
In total 60 car parking spaces will be 
provided. 

Some concerns were raised over 
whether the parking would be suf-

ficient, but the planning officer’s 
report to the development control 
committee states ‘the applicant has 
demonstrated that their own shift 
patterns and current parking re¬ 
quirements at their existing locations 
provides sufficient parking provision 
to meet their requirements’.

Stolen bus joyriders 
in police chase jailed

THREE men who ignored 
pursuing police for 12 miles 
while on a joyride in a sto¬ 
len bus are behind bars. 

Banned driver John Burton took 
no notice when two tyres of the sin¬ 
gle decker were burst by a ‘stinger’ 
laid across Penn Road, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton in a bid to halt its progress. 

The vehicle continued on the 
wheel rims - and overtook a car - 
while listing alarmingly and leaving 
a trail of smoke and sparks. 

The bus, tailed from the Shrop¬ 
shire border by a police helicopter 
and patrol cars with flashing lights 
and sirens, careered through a red 
light without stopping in Parkfield 
Road, Parkfield, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. It went the 
wrong way round a roundabout, 
knocked down a road sign, clipped 
the kerb and tore off part of its bod¬ 
ywork in a collision with a fence suf¬ 
fering £10,000 of damage, said Mr 
Ian Windridge, prosecuting. 

The Sandwell Travel single 
decker finally came to a standstill 
in The Paddock, Bilston where the 
driver and two passengers made a 
run for it but were caught. 

Camera 

Two men were seen stealing it 
from the company’s base in Tin¬ 
sley Street, Tipton on March 30. 
The pursuit began six hours later, 
at 2.20am, when it triggered an au¬ 
tomatic number plate recognition 
camera. Burton, aged 38, of Brook- 
side, Telford and his passengers, 
Simon Loveland, 39, from Dale 
Close, Tipton and Thomas Tibbs, 
aged 21, of Clinic Drive, Stour¬ 
bridge, all pleaded guilty to aggra¬ 
vated vehicle taking on the grounds 
of either driving or being carried in 
it. They had all been drinking. 

Mr Andrew Mitchinson, defend¬ 
ing, said: “It is only by the grace 
of God that serious injury was not 
caused to anybody.” 

Judge James Burbidge QC jailed 
Burton for 16 months and Loveland 
for a year. They had 37 and 31 pre¬ 
vious convictions respectively. Tibbs 
got a six month term because of his 
age and single previous conviction.

A GIRLS’ football team has been recognised by the 
Football Association less than a year after it launched. 

Rowley Wildcats was formed by Esne Malpass, who 
was frustrated at the lack of opportunities for her 
daughter. 

Esne decided to set up a team herself in February and 
it has achieved major success in its first year. 

There are already four teams at different age groups, 
with others for younger and older girls in the pipeline. 

The team has been awarded the Charter Standard by 
the FA, an accreditation scheme run by the game’s gov¬ 
erning body which allows them to access more benefits. 

Rowley Wildcats is thought to be the only girls-only 
team in Sandwell and youngsters have come from all 
over the Black Country to be a part of it. Training takes 
place at St Michael’s High School in Curral Road, Row- 
ley Regis. 

Esne, aged 37, said: “The reason I started it is because 


my daughter likes football. She was at a club but it was 
quite a distance away so we decided to start one our¬ 
selves. When it started there were that many girls who 
wanted to play.” 

To receive Charter Standard recognition, the club had 
to pass a series of hurdles to make sure it was being run 
properly and all coaches were qualified and had under¬ 
gone the relevant checks.

It will open doors for the team and allow them to re¬ 
ceive kit and equipment, easing some of the financial 
burden on the club.”

Fly-tipping misery as rubble dumped

BUILDING rubble and other rubbish 
has been dumped at a fly-tipping hot¬ 
spot in Wednesbury. 

The land off Kent Road has reg¬ 
ularly been chosen as a dumping 
ground with nearby businesses be¬ 
coming fed-up with the constant 
fly-tipping. 

This time, it is bricks, slabs and 
buckets, as well as a rug and a tree, 
which have been left at the roadside. 

Previously, council workers have 
had to come out to deal with fridge 
freezers, cardboard and household 
waste that have been dumed. 


The latest load of rubbish has been 
on the land for more than a week. 

Malcolm Clarke, who works at the 
nearby Wednesbury Animal Sanctu¬ 
ary, has grown frustrated with the 
fly-tipping. 

He said: “It has been going on for 
about 10 years. We have has 200 tyres, 
three tons of building rubble, asbestos 
sheets, everything. Three weeks ago 
we had 34 freezers dumped.” 

Mr Clarke believes the area’s iso¬ 
lated location away from main roads 
is the reason it has become a hotspot. 
“It’s disgraceful,” he said. “It is mess¬ 


ing with the environment, where you 
have got to live and could be destroy¬ 
ing the habitat of wildlife.” 

Weeks ago, 100 tonnes of waste - 
including cardboard, plastic, house¬ 
hold waste and carrier bags - was 
dumped on land off Portway Hill, in 
Rowley Regis. 

It was quickly shifted after health 
concerns were raised by the Environ¬ 
ment Agency. 

Council chiefs launched a fresh 
crackdown on fly-tipping across the 
borough last year after the clean-up 
bill topped £180,000 over 12 months.

Developed in partnership with Housing and 
Care 21, Oakley Gardens is set within land¬ 
scaped gardens and has 81 one and two-bed¬ 
room apartments for residents aged 55 and 
over with care and support needs. 

Councillor Shackleton said: “I wanted to 
find out first-hand how residents are settling 
in. Take-up has been really good, with 94 ten¬ 
ants currently living in the 81 self-contained 
apartments. 

“I spoke with a number of residents and peo¬ 
ple who attend activities at Oakley Gardens in 
the communal lounge area and they ah seemed 
impressed with the apartments and facilities. 

“The great thing about extra care housing 
like this is that it allows older people to stay 
independent while also having the safety and 
comfort of knowing there’s a care team on-site 
24 hours a day, seven days a week. 

Private 

“We’re looking to have this type of supported 
living in each of Sandwell’s six towns.” 

Each apartment at Oakley Gardens, which 
opened in July last year, has a generous hall¬ 
way leading to a private lounge, fitted kitchen 
and wet room with shower. On-site facilities in¬ 
clude a hair and beauty salon, restaurant, well- 
tended gardens, communal lounge and even a 
guest room for family and friends. 

The inside of the apartments are clean and 
modern and the accommodation is also demen¬ 
tia friendly. 

Councillor Shackleton said some people who 
had needed short-term accommodation after 
leaving hospital had liked it so much at Oakley 
Gardens they had decided to rent an apartment 
permanently. 

The council is about to develop a new sup¬ 
ported living scheme with 93 bungalows and 
apartments at Oxford Road, West Bromwich, 
for people with a range of health issues, with 
plans for two further extra care housing 
schemes, scheduled to open in 2019, at Moor 
Lane, Rowley Regis, and Durham Estate, Great 
Barr.

Inmates are 
leading us 
all a merry 
old dance 

ALL does not seem to be well in HM Pris¬ 
on Service at the moment. 

First of all, we have had the riot at Bed¬ 
fordshire jail, where two inmates were 
taken to hospital and the warders retreat¬ 
ed to a “safe space” while the lags turned 
the place upside down, filming the jollity 
on mobile phones while they were at it. 

Then, over at Pentonville nick, two in¬ 
mates, including a would-be murderer, 
successfully made a dash for freedom 
after stuffing their pillows under the bed¬ 
clothes to make the officers think they 
were asleep 

Still, nice to see those good old pro¬ 
gressive bods at the Ministry of Justice 
have got a plan to bring order to the cha¬ 
os. 

They are going to spend £8.4 million 
giving every jailbird a flat-screen telly, 
presumably in the belief that the miscre¬ 
ants would all become model citizens if 
only they were allowed to watch Ed Balls 
prance about on Strictly Come Dancing 
in high definition.

JUDITH HAWKINS speaks 
to author and historian Terry 
Price about the potentially 
much older origins of the 
Guns Village place name 


AFTER controversy over a 
school’s decision to change its 
name, a historian has spoken 
to the Express & Star about the 
true origins of the name ‘Guns 
Village’. 

Terry Price is a meticulous re¬ 
searcher in the history of West Bro¬ 
mwich, and has written several books 
on the town as well as on Great 
Bridge. 

Mr Price says he is disheartened to see 
the historic name of the Guns Village Pri¬ 
mary School go, but highlights that it is 
a misconception to think it relates to gun 
manufacturing in the area during the 
world wars. 

In fact, he reveals that the name dates 
back even further into the past, to the time 
of Oliver Cromwell. 

He said: “A lot of people have said that 
it is called Guns Village because guns were 
made in the area, but this just isn’t the 
case. Looking at the old trade directories 
you can see that gun makers were actually 
based in other parts of West Bromwich, 
not there.” 

Deserter 

Mr Price has highlighted a pertinent 
passage written by Joseph Reeves in his 
1836 History of West Bromwich, which re¬ 
veals the true origins of the name. 

It states: “Camp Bank, on West Brom¬ 
wich common, between the lodge and Cut- 
lers-end, was thrown up by the soldiers 
under Oliver Cromwell, when they laid 
siege against Dudley Castle, AD 1644, but 
this was too far for execution. 


“A regiment of soldiers passing over 
Bromwich Heath, (some say they were at 
camp) a court martial was held over a de¬ 
serter, and he was shot near Cross Guns.” 

This is a reference to the Cross Guns 
Inn, where it was said musket ball holes 
were still visible in the walls right through 
to the early 1900s. 

This pub then underwent its own name 
change in the 70’s to The Marksman, be¬ 
fore eventually being converted into a res¬ 
taurant and supermarket. 

“It’s sad to see a lot of the old pubs and 
their old names going - there is a lot of his¬ 
tory there,” added Mr Price. 

Despite this rich history of the area, au¬ 
thorities at Guns Village Primary School 
have decided to change the name, arguing 
that it has negative associations with gun 
crime, as well as causing practical prob¬ 
lems such as being blocked by their inter¬ 
nal IT systems. 

Many parents and local people have 
fought against the change, including more 
than 650 people signing a petition. 

Nevertheless, from September next year 


it is due to become Hanbury Primary. The 
current site of the school, off Hanbury Road, 
was also once Hamblet’s Blue Brick Works 
and Quarry. 

Taking this into account, Mr Price has his 
own suggestions for a replacement name, 
adding: “If the name is to change, a better 
one would be ‘Hamblet’s Primary School’, I 
have never heard of ‘Hanbury’ historically. 

“And to solve internet problems, why not 
call it ‘New Guns Village Primary School’?” 

One of those who is particularly angry at 
the school’s name change, is former pupil 
Joyce Clarke, who said: “I think this de¬ 
cision has been made without having any 
understanding of our culture and our her¬ 
itage.” 

On learning that the historical signifi¬ 
cance of ‘guns’ goes back much further than 
she originally thought, Ms Clarke added: 
“That just means it’s even more important. 

“It is our heritage and it makes me so 
angry that somebody is trying to eradicate 
it. 

“Instead we should be teaching our chil¬ 
dren about the past.” 


Timeline: 


1644 - West Bromwich Common/Heath Cromwell’s 
troops in the Civil War camped in the area when laying 
siege to Dudley Castle, but was too far for their cannons 
to reach. A court martial was held over a deserter who 
was afterwards shot near the Cross Guns Inn. It was said 
that the holes made by the musket balls were still visible 
in the wall of the Cross Guns Inn during the early 1900s. 
The Cross Guns motif or emblem was used by military 
regiments many years ago. 

1771 - Turnpike map of West Bromwich shows the 
Cross Guns Inn on West Bromwich Heath opposite an 
unnamed lane without any buildings in it. This is Cross 
Guns Lane, later known as Guns Lane. 

1835 - Trade directory Pigot and Co.’s shows Cross 
Guns Lane with two traders in it, a boot and shoe maker 
and a bricklayer. 

1836 - Reeves’ first history and trade directory shows 
five pistol makers in West Bromwich, but these were lo¬ 
cated at Bull Street, Churchfield, New Street, Sandwell 
Road and Virgins End. There were none in Cross Guns 
Lane. On the High Street an auctioneer lived at Protector 
Cottage - a reference to Oliver Cromwell, the Lord Pro¬ 
tector. Also there was a pub on in Wearby Wood Lane 
named Oliver Cromwell, and Cromwell Street on the Tan- 
tany Estate. 

1837 - Woods Map of West Bromwich shows the lane 
opposite The Cross Guns Inn as ‘Snow Hill’, neither Guns 
Lane or Guns Village are shown. It appears therefore that 
the Guns Village and district name must have come into 
use around 1840. It’s not unusual for lanes, roads, and 
streets to be named after a nearby pub, as probably this 
area was. Swan Village and Swan Lane are also named 
after an Inn, the Swan dating from 1550. 

1851 - Guns Village Primitive Methodist Chapel opened 
- adjacent rooms were used as a school in 1873. 

1879 - Guns Village Infants and Junior School, on Earl 
Street, opened. 

1973 - Cross Guns Inn changed name to Marksman, it 
is now half a restaurant and a half a supermarket.

May's Brexit pleas 
falling on deaf ears 

RE: Theresa May’s dealings with the EU, which formally 
began on Thursday evening at the Prime Minister’s first 
European Council summit. 

She was unable to deliver her ‘Brexit Briefing’ until well 
after midnight on the first day of the summit.

Clearly, Britain, in spite of its ability to fos¬ 
ter enviable alliances with nations the world over has not 
aroused much affection during its 43 years of membership 
and billions in budget transfers.

Night sparks 350 calls 


BONFIRE Night brought double the 
number of incidents for the West 
Midlands fire service this year - with 
over 350 call-outs. 

As thousands of people braved the cold 
on Saturday to catch a glimpse of some of 
the Black Country’s best firework displays, 
the service reported that they received 356 
calls during the evening, up from on 197 
the previous year. 

However, the majority of the calls were to 
small secondary, outdoor fires, mostly after 


people had lit bonfires on grass. They were also 
called to instances of smoke going into people’s 
homes. 

At Himley Hall, crowds gathered to celebrate 
the event’s 40th year. Its biggest bonfire to date 
saw more than 1,500 wooden pallets used to 
build the bonfire and two kilometres of fuse wire 
was used to electronically spark the impressive 
fireworks. 

Wolverhampton Racecourse’s display was led 
by Signal 107 and compere Dicky Dodd. Whilst 
in Walsall, the Arboretum was awash with hun¬ 
dreds of sparkling fireworks and the event also 
featured Britain’s Got Talent stars Stavros Flat- 


ley and included a music stage. However, the 
firework display at Dartmouth Park, West Bro¬ 
mwich, left some visitors disappointed. 

The event, which was the busiest in years, 
allegedly saw some visitors turned away by se¬ 
curity who were trying to keep control of the 
crowds. 

Sandwell council released a statement on 
their Facebook page regarding the event. It said: 
“We’re sorry to hear from people who were dis¬ 
appointed by the bonfire night at Dartmouth 
Park. It was incredibly busy and we’re taking 
on board your feedback to understand the issues 
and help us organise future events.”

Airline set to take 
on 75 technicians 



Monarch Aircraft Engineering’s new multi-million 
pound maintenance hangar at Birmingham Airport 


BUDGET airline Monarch is creating 75 new jobs for 
skilled technicians at Birmingham Airport. The recruit¬ 
ment is for Monarch Aircraft Engineering, the engineering 
arm of the airline, and is part of the ongoing growth of 
the business which will expand the engineering team to 
around 250 staff. 

Monarch Aircraft Engineering opened at the airport 
three years ago and has built a giant hangar there to pro¬ 
vide jet maintenance and testing services, both for Mon¬ 
arch and other airlines on a contract basis. Most of the new 
roles are for trained engineers to carry out maintenance. 

The airline recently had to refute speculation that it was 
experiencing financial trouble after its Twitter feed was in¬ 
undated with customers asking if it was going bust. 

Last month it agreed £165million investment from ma¬ 
jority shareholder Greybull Capital which allowed the air¬ 
line to renew its membership of the Air Travel Organisers’ 
Licensing scheme. 

It was the biggest investment in the airline’s 48-year his¬ 
tory. Monarch Aircraft Engineering created 150 jobs when 
the multi-million pound fll0,000 sq ft acility at Birming¬ 
ham first opened, with a plan to double that number in the 
long-term.

Three-week Hungarian revolt stunned the Russians and the aftermath was felt in Wolverhampton 


Failed uprising created shockwaves 
that were felt in Wolverhampton 


IT lasted less than three weeks 
but the Hungarian uprising that 
convulsed Budapest exactly 
60 years ago sent shockwaves 
throughout Europe that reverber¬ 
ated even as far as Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

It was to this Black Country city 
that dozens of Hungarian refugees, 
fleeing Russian tanks sent in to quash 
the rebellion, found sanctuary. 

Among them was an eight-year-old boy 
and his mother who had escaped by rail and 
foot across the Austrian border and arrived 
in Tettenhall via the Cannock Chase war¬ 
time training camp at Brocton. 

Now 69, Imre Tolgyesi still vividly re¬ 
members the day the uprising reached 
Gyor, the town, about the size of Wolver¬ 
hampton, where he lived with his mother 
and grandparents. 

“I was playing with friends when the Rus¬ 
sian tanks came,” he said. “The Mongolian

troops were shooting at the demonstrators. 
I was so frightened, I ran home and hid 
until my mother, who worked as a cinema 
usherette, came home. A few days later she 
told me we were going for a train ride, she 
didn’t say where to. We left with nothing.” 

Hunger, cold, fear and exhaustion fol¬ 
lowed but there were also many acts of 
kindness that made the journey across Ger¬ 
many and Belgium and, by boat, to England 
and the Black Country, tolerable. 

But Imre Tolgyesi’s life is extraordinary 
not only for his perilous escape from the 
Communist dictators who took over his 
homeland. Just as remarkable is the life 
he made for himself in Wolverhampton, as 
an upstanding citizen of his adopted home 
town and a pillar of the local Hungarian 
community. 

Such has been his contribution that the 
Hungarian government has just awarded 


him the Order of Vitez, the equivalent of a 
British knighthood, in a ceremony in Buda¬ 
pest. The terrified eight-year-old could not 
have imagined he would one day return to 
the capital to receive his country’s highest 
civic honour. But it is clear that despite a 
distance of more than 1,000 miles and six 
decades, part of Imre Tolgyesi never left 
Gyor. 

Eclectic 

His terraced house in Tettenhall, just off 
the village green, is crammed with momen- 
tos of his life and and loves, an eclectic mi x 
of both cultures, for he has also embraced 
his adopted country. 

There are richly-coloured tapestries, an 
Hungarian hunter’s hat hanging from a 
peg and statuettes in Hungarian national 
costume but there are also quintessentially 
English artefacts such as horse brasses, a 
photograph of the Queen and, greeting visi¬ 
tors by the front door, a Beefeater figurine. 

Among his extensive archive material is 
an essay he wrote at Wobaston Secondary 


Modern in 1963. The essay is entitled Es¬ 
cape From Hungary, which included the 
darkest moments of that journey, being fol¬ 
lowed by the secret police after he and his 
mother found themselves lost in a forest, as 
well as the light-hearted, like their amuse¬ 
ment at the sight of the double-decker buses 
that were sent to Dover to pick them up. 

After leaving school, he worked as an ap¬ 
prentice plumber and then a silver service 
waiter and cocktail barman at The Mount 
Hotel, Tettenhall before starting his own 
takeaway sandwich business. But for 35 
years of his working life, he was employed 
by Wolverhampton social services, initially 
as an ambulance driver and later as a day 
centre officer, looking after the elderly and 
people with learning difficulties. 

Alongside his paid work, the married 
father-of-three volunteered as a boy scout 
leader, has been a Justice of the Peace since 
1989 and has assisted Hungarian elders in 
the city for the last three decades. 

In 2003 he helped establish the Hungar¬ 
ian Cultural Association.

Denture 
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Mystery over 
death of boy 


MYSTERY surrounds the death of a 
16-month-old baby after a coroner was 
forced to return an open verdict. Daniuy- 
al Muhhamed died on November 7, 2015, 
after his parents found him struggling for 
breath at their home in West Bromwich. 

Daniuyal, who was born on June 30, 2014, 
had suffered with health issues throughout 
his life due to what doctors believed to be 
Diamond-Blackfan anemia, for which he 
was still being tested up to his death.

Mr Siddique, upon returning an open 
verdict said: “We cannot say what the exact 
mechanism behind the death was. I would 
like to express my deepest sincere condo¬ 
lences to the family.”

Canal fly-tipping costs 
top £100,000 in region

TROLLEYS, car tyres and 
traffic cones - just some of 
the hundreds of items left in 
the Black Country’s miles of 
canals. 

The Canal and River Trust has 
revealed the issue across the re¬ 
gion, and Birmingham, is costing 
more than £100,000 to tackle. 

Now the trust is calling for help 
from the public to clamp down on the 
illegal fly-tipping. Bosses want peo¬ 
ple to report incidents when they see 
them. 

They say the items left on towpaths 
across the West Midlands include hun¬ 
dreds of car tyres, household rubbish, 
traffic cones and fence panels. 

In addition to the dangers fly-tip- 
ping poses to people and the cost in¬ 
volved in clearing it, the trust is also 
concerned about the impact it could 
have on the huge array of wildlife such 
as otters, water voles and kingfishers 
that make their homes along the wa¬ 
terways. 

Responsibility 

Earlier this year, rubbish was pho¬ 
tographed after it was dumped on the 
Jibbet Lane Canal Bridge in Etting- 
shall. In July, a minibus was found in 
the Wednesbury Oak Loop canal at the 
rear of Crane Road canal. 

And last month, car thieves dumped 
a car in the Wyrley and Essington 
Canal in Wednesfield. 

Samantha Bucknall, spokesman 
for the Canal and River Trust, says: 
“It’s got to the stage where enough is 
enough, this rubbish is someone else’s 
legal responsibility. 

“The money that we have to spend 
clearing up other people’s rubbish is 
money that could be much better spent 
caring for our beautiful waterways, 
improving habitats for wildlife and 
protecting our wonderful canals for 
local people and visitors to enjoy. Fly 


tippers are criminals so we wouldn’t 
encourage people to approach them di¬ 
rectly but if they have any information 
then we would urge them to pass it on 
to West Midlands Police. 

“With help from the local commu¬ 
nity we can put an end to this danger¬ 
ous and irresponsible activity which 
damages the local environment, pre¬ 
vents people from being able to enjoy 
their local waterways and wastes 
money which could otherwise be spent 
improving canals in the area.” 

Peter Mathews CMG, chairman of 
the West Midlands Waterways Part¬ 


nership, said: “Left unchecked fly-tip- 
ping would spoil our lovely canals and 
it needs to stop.” 

Fly-tipping is a criminal offence that 
can attract an unlimited fine and up to 
five years imprisonment. 

In 2014/15 there were 1,810 pros¬ 
ecutions against waste offenders 
in England and over 98 per cent of 
fly-tipping incidents that resulted in a 
conviction or fine. The Canal & River 
Trust is the guardian of 2,000 miles 
of historic waterways across England 
and Wales.

Witnesses relive horror 
of boy stuck under bus

BRITAIN’S oldest police communi¬ 
ty support officer is set to hang up 
his hat - at the age of 72. 

After a career in the Navy as well 
as a lengthy stint at Land Rover, 
Louis Martindale-Vale joined West 
Midlands Police in 2007 going on to 
serve the community of Erdington 
for nearly a decade. He became a 
regular sight on the high street and 
would often walk up to 20 miles a 
day doing his patrols. 

But now the grandfather from 
Yoxall, Staffordshire, has decided 
to retire having fractured his leg in 
the summer which has restricted 
his duties in recent months. Mr 
Martindale-Vale launched a retail 
radio system to create a direct link 
between police and traders which 


helped tackle crimes such as shop¬ 
lifting. 

Starting with four pieces of kit it 
now boast 30 handsets. 

He has also worked with charity 
shops to give out handbag bells to 
prevent purse snatches. “I have 
loved my time with West Midlands 
Police and this is one of the tough¬ 
est decisions I have ever had to 
make,” said Mr Martindale-Vale. 

“I have met some wonderful peo¬ 
ple both within the force and in the 
community and they will forever be 
in my heart.” 

Mr Martindale-Vale joined the 
Navy aged 17, was a forces boxer 
and served in the Fleet Air Arm 
travelling the world as an aircraft 
engineer. 


WITNESSES have described the 
horrifying scene after a boy was 
hit by a bus, leaving him trapped 
underneath. 

The youngster was with 
schoolfriends on Crankhall Lane in 
Wednesbury, when he was struck by 
a bus just after 4pm on Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 1. 

Diane Stamp who runs nearby Stampy’s 
Cafe was hosting a birthday party for her 
young daughter when she was alerted to 
the horrific crash that had taken place out¬ 
side. “We were having a tea party and I had 
just gone out for a cigarette when I saw 
this woman grab her two children and say 
‘don’t look’. And we could hear screaming,” 
said Mrs Stamp. 

Running down to the single deck bus 
with other family members, including her 
older daughter Kirsty Bibb, the cafe owner 
couldn’t believe the scene before them. “I 
saw something white under the bus, and 
when I looked underneath I saw the boy. 

Responding 

“He was completely trapped. I called to 
my daughter who called for an ambulance. 
We just kept talking to him,” she said. 

The boy didn’t appear to be responding, 
and so Mrs Stamp turned to his school 
friends who were standing nearby. 

“They were just in shock. I asked them if 
his parents knew, and they said no but that 
they lived down the road. So I told them 
to go and get his parents and they ran off. 

“There were a lot of people around, traf¬ 
fic was starting to stop around it. 

“When the parents arrived and the am¬ 
bulance I went back to the cafe. I heard in 
the end they had to pull him out before the 
fire engines came.” 

Diane and Kirsty stayed at the cafe late 
into the night, and provided hot drinks and 
buffet food to the emergency services. 

Other nearby businesses were scouring 
their external CCTV to see if they could 
help police with their enquiries.

^Angler fined 
£571 for lack 
of rod licence 

A MAN from Wednesbury has been 
fined £571 for fishing during the clo¬ 
sed season without a rod licence, Chel¬ 
tenham Magistrates Court heard. 

Martyn Exall, of Kilvert Road, was 
found fishing at Stanchards Pit on the 
River Avon in Tewkesbury. He was 
not able to produce a valid rod licence 
and was reported for that offence, 
along with a secondary offence of fish¬ 
ing during the closed season. 

A valid road licence is required to 
fish all waters in England. 

Closed season seeks to protect fish 
during their breeding season, helping 
to increase fish stocks and secure an¬ 
gling for the future. 

Stuart Gamble of the Environment 
Agency, said: “The majority of anglers 
fish legally and purchase a rod licence. 
We invest the money from rod licences 
back into fisheries improvements, fish 
stocks and fishing, this is essential for 
the future of the sport. The minority 
of anglers that fail to buy a rod licence 
are cheating their fellow anglers and 
the future of the sport. In addition rod 
licence cheats risk a criminal convic¬ 
tion, a significant fine and could lose 
their fishing equipment.” 

During 2015-16 the Environment 
Agency checked more than 62,000 rod 
licences and prosecuted more than 
1,900 anglers for rod and line offences 
resulting in fines and costs in excess 
of £500,000. 

Alex theatre group 
looks to cut jobs 

JOB numbers at Ambassador Theatre 
Group, which includes the New Alex¬ 
andra Theatre in Birmingham and 
Stoke-on-Trent’s Regent Theatre and 
Victoria Hall, are being reduced. 

ATG chief executive Mark Cornell 
has said there will be compulsory 
redundancies as it looks to free up 
funding for future growth. They are 
in addition to voluntary redundancies 
offered to all staff in its 40 theatres, 
excluding those working in finance. 


WORK is now well under way 
to transform an iconic town 
centre temple. 

The Guru Nanak Gurdwara 
Smethwick is currently under¬ 
going extensive refurbishments, 
starting with a range of improve¬ 
ments to its exterior. 

Since the renovations began at the 
flagship Sikh temple on Smethwick 
High Street, those passing will proba¬ 
bly have seen workmen busy cleaning 
the building. 

A video on the Guru Nanak Gurd¬ 
wara Smethwick Facebook page also 
shows workers on a cherry picker 


steam cleaning the facade of the build¬ 
ing. Over the years the stonework has 
amassed dirt due to the weather, so 
it was decided that this year the tem¬ 
ple would undergo a major revamp to 
make it ‘gleam majestically’ explained 
president of the Guru Nanak Gurd¬ 
wara Smethwick, Jatinder Singh. 

Delighted with progress so far, Mr 
Singh said: “It is amazing what has 
been done already. The steam cleaning 
has really made a difference.” 

Another key part of the renovations 
is the removal of the golden domes at 
the top of the Guru Nanak Gurdwara 
Smethwick. These are made of brass 
and gilded with Indian gold, but again 


the weather has taken its toll and they 
are losing their shine. 

For this reason the current domes 
are being removed and replaced with 
new, fibre glass domes, made out of a 
material which is more durable called 
GRP. These are also gilded, but will 
last far longer. 

Once the replacement domes have 
been lifted on to the top of the build¬ 
ing, and all the external work has been 
completed, the refurbishments will 
move on to the inside of the temple, 
including redecorating the main hall. 

The Guru Nanak Gurdwara Smeth¬ 
wick is Europe’s first and biggest 
Gurdwara, after being purchased and 


used purely for the purpose of worship 
by the Sikh community in the UK. 

Established in 1961, the Gurdwara 
sahib is open seven days a week and 
holds daily programs for local Sikhs 
and visitors to pray and seek blessings. 

It has a weekly congregation of more 
than 10,000. Bosses at Guru Nanak 
Gurdwara Smethwick says their ser¬ 
vices will not be affected by the ongo¬ 
ing work. 

On the announcement of the re¬ 
vamp, Mr Singh said: “It is an iconic 
and flagship building, and we want to 
do this work to beautify it and ensure 
it will gleam majestically. We want 
people to be proud of it.” 


immigrant 
pretended 
to be night 
shift worker 

AN illegal immigrant posed as a 
healthcare assistant to get work at a 
Black Country hospital, a judge was 
told. 

Nigerian-born Bolanle Zakariy - 
living in Wolverhampton at the time - 
posed as a friend who had allowed the 
41-year-old to take her place on the 
night shift, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The imposter was uncovered after 
being told part way through her pe¬ 
riod of duty at Sandwell General Hos¬ 
pital that there was nothing more for 
her to do on September 2, explained 
Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

Bosses realised she did not know 
the system when she was unable to 
fill in a time sheet with the number 
of hours she had worked on the shift. 

The defendant bolted when asked 
for her identity card and was seen 
running away by a member of staff 
who spotted her again the following 
night dealing with a male patient. 

This time Zakariy produced an ID 
card in the name of her friend Mui- 
bat Kareem, who was among con¬ 
tract workers provided by Medacs, 
a healthcare recruitment firm that 
finds people to fill locum jobs. 

It was unclear exactly what she had 
done on her two shifts. Miss Kareem 
failed to attend an interview to dis¬ 
cuss the incident with Medacs, the 
court was told. Zakariy, who left her 
husband and children behind when 
she came to this country in 2012, was 
said to be an illegal immigrant whose 
application for asylum in the UK had 
been refused. 

Zakariy from Walpole Street, West 
Park, who had a previous conviction 
for possession of a false Portuguese 
passport, admitted two charges of 
fraud and was jailed for eight months 
by Judge Marcus Tregilgas-Davey. 
He said: “This was a gross breach of 
trust.”

Boss in £20m drugs deal 


A CATERING boss who 
turned to dealing ecstasy and 
cannabis to prop up his fail¬ 
ing business was caught out 
when part of his £20 million 
drugs haul was intercepted 
at an Oldbury parcel depot. 

Simon Dunmore has been jailed 
for nine years after he attempted 
to smuggle shipments of skunk 
and 70kg of MDMA Hydrochlo¬ 
ride into the UK from Holland. 

The latter being the raw material 
used in ecstasy tablets, which came 
through Coventry Airport. 


But his plan was foiled by Border 
Force officials when seven packages 
destined for Dunmore’s business ad¬ 
dress in Birmingham, from where he 
supplies food to cafes, businesses and 
conferences, were seized. 

Drugs which did make it through 
were flagged up when they arrived at 
the DPD parcel depot in Broadwell 
Road, Oldbury. 

They were addressed to a firm called 
WeTakeAnyBox.com trading from the 
same premises in Harborne Road, Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The packages were found to contain 
more than 100,000 ecstasy tablets. 
And when the 41-year-old arrived in 


a VW Transporter van to collect the 
stash on July 31 last year, police of¬ 
ficers pounced and he was arrested. 

Dunmore, of St Mary’s Row, Mose¬ 
ley, Birmingham, claimed his WTAB. 
com business stored items for people 
unable to collect them in person or 
who had no warehousing space. 

But an investigation showed just 
seven log-ins over a five-month pe¬ 
riod to the company’s website - set up 
only weeks before the first drugs were 
seized - while there were no storage 
facilities at the Harborne Road HQ. 

Dunmore admitted six counts of im¬ 
porting drugs at Birmingham Crown 
Court last Wednesday.

Cooking up confidence 
for kids in the kitchen

Fiona Hamilton-Fairley gives advice on family cooking

UNLESS you’re happy for your 
children to survive on takeaways 
or beans on toast after they leave 
home, you need to make sure 
they know how to cook. 

But while new research shows more 
than 80% of parents think cooking 
with their kids is important and teach¬ 
es them a valuable life skill, only 32% 
of parents cook with their children 
more than once a month, and 14% ad¬ 
mit they never cook with their kids. 

As such, the research by Uncle Ben’s 
‘Ben’s Beginner’s’ campaign, which aims 
to inspire families to cook together and 
increase their confidence in the kitchen, 
found nearly three quarters of children 
aged nine don’t know how to boil an egg, 
and two fifths are unsure how to peel a po¬ 
tato. 

However, parents failing to teach their 
kids to cook isn’t quite as simple as them 
just not bothering to do it, as the Ben’s Be¬ 
ginners Kitchen Confidence study found 
there were several barriers to parent-child 
cookery instruction - 41% of parents said 
they wish they had more time to cook with 
their children, and 24% said they’d be more 
inclined to do so if it was less messy. 

And as well as time and mess, a quarter 
of parents said they don’t cook with their 
kids simply because the children aren’t 
interested. However, kids’ cooking expert 
Fiona Hamilton-Fairley stresses that by 
not learning to cook, children are missing 
out on essential life skills which could also 
lead to unhealthy eating habits later in life. 

£ ’We know the impact that cooking and 
eating as a family has on health, but we also 
know the challenges of today’s busy lifestyle 
and getting kids to be enthusiastic and en¬ 
gaged in the kitchen,” says Hamilton-Fair¬ 
ley, chief executive of The Kids’ Cookery 
School in London. 

“Parents are time-poor, and a lot of them 
are frightened of the mess, the chaos and 
the out-of-control moments. And also, 
there’s a certain amount of danger. 

“But one day, those kids are going to have 
to make something in a kitchen, however 
old they are, so the earlier they start learn¬ 
ing how to do it, the better.” 

She gives the following advice to get kids 
cooking: 

:: Start young 

Hamilton-Fairley suggests parents 
should initially get young children, from 
the age of about three, to sit on a stool in 
the kitchen helping out, obviously not with 
sharp implements, but measuring, touching 
and tasting. 

:: Food origins 

Understanding where food comes from is 
a key part of encouraging children to enjoy 
cooking, Hamilton-Fairley explains. “Many 
children don’t know where their food comes 
from, or that some of it, like pasta for in¬ 
stance, is actually made first. They need to 
understand that food’s not just from super¬ 
markets; how it gets there, where it grows 
or comes from. It adds a bit more excite¬ 
ment to meals for them.” 


:: Food they like 

It’s important to start with food children 
are interested in, usually pizzas, rice, po¬ 
tatoes etc. “Making a pizza from scratch is 
very easy,” says Hamilton-Fairley, “but it’s 
only easy if you know how, and what to buy. 
But once they’ve made it, their pride is huge 
that they did it themselves, and they’ll start 
to experiment with different ingredients.” 

:: Keep it simple 

Another easy idea is making a rice-based 
dish, to which all sorts of healthy ingredi¬ 
ents can be added, and even making bread 
with the kids, which she promises is much 
easier than people think. Some of the best 


recipes are the simplest, she says, and fa¬ 
vourites like spaghetti bolognese are always 
winners to make and eat with kids. 

:: Safety first 

Obviously, much cooking involves using 
sharp implements, and Hamilton-Fairley 
says knowing when a child is responsible 
enough to use a knife is a judgement indi¬ 
vidual parents have to make. She suggests 
many children start using knives safely 
from around the age of eight. “Know your 
child, and realise they’re going to have to 
pick up a knife at some point, so it’s best 
you show them how to do it properly and 
safely,” she says. 


:: Keep it healthy 

“It’s very important for parents to teach 
not just the cooking but the health impli¬ 
cations,” stresses Hamilton-Fairley, ex¬ 
plaining that this might include why fresh 
food, low-fat, low-sugar and low-salt is im¬ 
portant. “Our children are literally growing 
up living on takeaways, and this is why we 
have so many health problems.” 

:: Tasty choices 

Hamilton-Fairley says a lot of children 
are used to bland food, and as they grow, 
their tastebuds change. By learning to cook 
themselves, they can include flavours they 
like and are therefore more likely to eat in 
their cooking, rather than being forced to 
eat flavours chosen by their parents. “Once 
their tastebuds are brought to life and they 
start having some great tastes on their 
palate, I think they’re more encouraged to 
cook,” says Hamilton-Fairley. 

:: Make time 

“Turn the telly or the tablets off and 
make the time to prepare, cook and eat to¬ 
gether,” advises Hamilton-Fairley. “Some 
parents are doing way too much - if not 
everything - in the kitchen, and they’re 
not challenging their children by even ask¬ 
ing simple things like can they make some 
toast. It’s very important to do that - we 
don’t want to bring up a generation of kids 
that can’t do anything in the kitchen.” 

She warns that parents shouldn’t force 
children to cook, as it could ruin their con¬ 
fidence, but advises: “Just try to get into 
the kitchen together, and realise you’re not 
going to make a gourmet meal at the first 
attempt, but maybe by the fourth or fifth 
time you’ll be experimenting and really 
having fun.”

Snuggling 
up instead 
of flicking 
the switch 

AS Britain starts to freeze, consumers in 
the region are shunning nights out in favour 
of snuggly jumpers and blankets. 

In an effort to dodge hefty heating bills, the ma¬ 
jority are turning the heating off and putting their 
jumpers on. 

People are hosting alternative nights in, including 
cocktail evenings, to avoid expensive and chilly nights 
out. 

As the days become colder and nights draw in, new 
research reveals people are reaching for extra layers, 
warmer foods and blankets to fight the chill without 
having to rely on costly heating systems. 

The study from TopCashback.co.uk, the cashback and 
comparison website, finds that the majority (70 per cent) 
of consumers in the area are holding off turning the heat¬ 
ing on and are instead looking to cheaper alternatives to 
warm them up in an effort to 
dodge high heating bills. 

Consumers are layering up 
with jumpers (75 per cent), 
tucking into warmer foods (55 
per cent) and snuggling up in 
blankets (51 per cent) before 
giving in and putting on the 
more expensive central heat¬ 
ing. 

However, even these are not 
a cost-free solution as consum¬ 
ers are spending on average 
£79 stocking up on warming 
comforts. 

Furthermore, of those turn¬ 
ing to winter warmers, 29 per cent even shell out on 
a new winter wardrobe costing a staggering £190, £50 
more than consumers spent last year. 

But despite investing in extra layers, 41 per cent gave 
in and switched their heating on in October. 

Nine per cent are holding out longer than they did in 
2015 before giving in and putting the boiler on, perhaps 
to avoid large bills. 

Arguments 

The research, of more than 250 adults, reveals that 
as temperatures drop tempers rise with almost half (47 
per cent) disclosing arguments occur when it comes to 
deciding when to switch the heating on. 

Alternatives suggested in the heat of the moment in¬ 
clude putting on layers (93 per cent), having a hot drink 
(41 per cent) and even taking a jog around the house 
(five per cent). 

To avoid the chill, the majority (61 per cent) admit to 
cancelling plans because it is too cold, with around half 
(48 per cent) ducking out of a night out once a month. 

Other reasons for shunning nights out include feeling 
too lethargic (51 per cent) and 
people not being bothered (45 
per cent) in the colder months. 

With boozy nights out cost¬ 
ing consumers £45, more than 
two-fifths (41 per cent) are also 
staying at home to save money. 

As consumers opt for nights 
in, whether the heating is on or 
not, they are saving on average 
£26 a night. 

Three in 10 (30 per cent) are 
picking up cheaper local take¬ 
aways whereas a quarter (25 
per cent) are opting to make 
fakeaways to keep costs down. 
Some people are even sharing streaming site logins (13 
per cent) to avoid the expense of renting a new movie or 
watching the latest Netflix series. 

But a night in does not always mean a quiet night as 
45 per cent prefer drinking in the comfort of their own 
homes with friends and family. People are also enjoying 
homemade cocktail nights instead of going out to bars 
and clubs (11 per cent). 

Natasha Rachel Smith, consumer affairs editor for 
TopCashback.co.uk, said: “With energy bills increasing, 
consumers are turning to low-cost solutions as a rest bite 
from the cold, as well as side-stepping nights out in fa¬ 
vour of staying in. 

“Regardless of whether consumers are having a big 
night in or if they are planning to cuddle up on the sofa, 
switching energy providers always makes a big difference 
to monthly outgoings. 

“Hundreds of pounds can be saved by changing suppli¬ 
ers and TopCashback offers cashback on top; one mem¬ 
ber recently saved £300 pounds by switching.”

BORN and bred in the Black 
Country, Donna Mighty’s 
driving ambition is to make a 
difference to her community. 

In her new role with Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust (SWBH), she feels 
that now she has the opportunity 
to do just that. 

Donna, aged 42, started her job as 
the Assistant Primary Care Liaison 
Manager at SWBH in September this 
year and she said she already feels at 
home. 

She explained: “My role involves 
close contact with GPs in Sandwell 
and West Birmingham so that they 
have all the support they need to refer 
their patients to our hospitals in a 
timely manner.

She said: “Just last week, we went 
to see a new surgery which has just 
opened in Sandwell, to speak to the 
GP about support that we can offer 
and how we can all work together.

“It was very promising and we are 
excited about the future.” 

Donna’s ultimate goal is to see pa¬ 
tients have easier access to health care 
services. 

She said: “It’s all about making sure 
that patients receive the right treat¬ 
ment at the right time in the right 
place.

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Couple's joy 
as hospital 
backs down 
over drug 

A COUPLE from Tipton are 
claiming victory after a hos¬ 
pital backed down on giving 
medication which made their 
daughter vomit. 

Gareth and Jennifer Payne, 
complained after their asth¬ 
matic daughter Hollie, aged 
two, was one of many young¬ 
sters made ill as after taking 
the non-soluble version of the 
steroid prednisolone. 

Hollie has been a regular pa¬ 
tient at Russells Hall Hospital 
at Dudley, where doctors had 
limited the use of the soluble 
version - which is 30 times 
more expensive than the tab¬ 
let - in March this year, only 
giving it to patients in ‘excep¬ 
tional clinical circumstances’. 

Mrs Payne said that many 
youngsters, including Hollie, 
were given a tablet that had 
been crushed and soaked in 
water, adding: “When the 
tablets are crushed they be¬ 
come like chalk and grit and 
it made the children vomit 
within seconds. It had to keep 
being reissued until they kept 
it down - these children were 
already upset because they 
were poorly, it was adding to 
their distress.” 

The couple launched a pe¬ 
tition which attracted more 
than 200 signatures. 

However Dr Paul Harrison, 
acting chief executive of the 
Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, said the decision 
had already been made to 
revert to soluble-only predni¬ 
solone in paediatric areas as 
a recent audit revealed ‘some 
younger children find it diffi¬ 
cult to tolerate’. 

Mr Payne said: “It’s a re¬ 
ally good result, I’m pleased 
the hospital has taken swift 
action.”

Mew drama hopes to 
be a novel success

A ctress Phoebe Fox is clearly 
in demand at the moment - 
not only can she be seen in 
Stephen Poliakoff’s latest series, 
Close to the Enemy, she’s also 
cropping up in another one of BBC 
Two’s most prestigious offerings, 

NW. 

Adapted from Zadie Smith’s best¬ 
selling novel, the feature-length 
drama follows Natalie (Nikki Amuka- 
Bird) and Leah (Fox), two friends 
who grew up together in north-west 
London, but whose lives have taken 
them in very different directions. 

Phoebe explains: “Leah and 
Natalie both grew up on the same 
estate, they are best friends but they 
have reached a point in their lives 
where they are so far away from 
each other. 

“Natalie’s lost sight of who she is 
and it’s hard for a friendship to 
survive when you don’t recognise 
your best friend anymore. They love 
each other but they also sort of hate 
each other’s guts. It’s a very 
complicated relationship.” 

Her co-star Nikki adds: “Natalie 


starts out life as Keisha. From a 
modest background, she’s incredibly 
intelligent and driven, and pushes 
herself on to university, eventually 
becoming a barrister. She then 
marries the ‘perfect’ man, has two 
children and seems like she has the 
perfect life. 

“She’s a miracle of her own self¬ 
invention, but she reaches a point in 
her mid-thirties where she asks 
herself what it’s all about and has 
an existential crisis. It’s at this time 
in her life that we meet Natalie in 
NW.” 

So, at least she still has 
something in common with Leah, 
who is facing some big decisions of 
her own. Phoebe says: “She’s 
dealing with something that is still 
quite taboo for women to talk about; 
she doesn’t want to have kids. That’s 
her main story within the book and 
the screenplay. We see her having 
to confront something which is seen 
as being so fundamentally female.” 

It’s one of the elements that drew 
the actress to the role. “It’s very rare 
to see such finely drawn female 
characters, for them to be dealing 


with issues that are so true to life, 
instead of worrying about whether a 
guy likes them or not. 

‘As an actress you spend a lot of 
time in those kind of roles, falling in 
and out of love with the right and 
the wrong man; so to actually 
address deeper issues was really 
exciting. A lot of my friends don’t 
want to have kids, it’s not a cut and 
dry issue for our generation, so 
Leah felt very real - that really 
appealed to me.” 

And it’s not just the characters that 
felt authentic - the contemporary 
London setting did too. Asked what 
viewers can expect from NW, 
Phoebe says: “I think they can 
expect a portrait of London with a 
very emotional core to it, depicting 
the city and its inhabitants, in all of 
its nastiness but also all of its glory.” 

The drama shows that Leah and 
Natalie are living in an area where 
poverty and wealth are just streets 
apart - and when they are both 
brought into contact with two other 
characters from their old estate, the 
tensions threaten to reach breaking 
point.

It's no secret now, this Italian 
restaurant was just the job 


ITALIAN has always been a per¬ 
sonal preference so when our 
six-year wedding anniversary 
came up we decided it would be 
the perfect excuse to sample one 
of the local eateries. 

There is just something about the 
food, wine and atmosphere that seems 
to tick all the boxes for such occasions. 

Our choice was Cafe Casita, in Clarence 
Street, Dudley, which we had previously 
been assured had a lovely relaxed and rus¬ 
tic feel about it. 

It was exactly what we had hoped for 
with the set up being not too posh but fancy 
enough to enjoy a special meal. 

Under the management of Anna and 
Erminio who have a passion for creating a 
memorable experience, the restaurant spe¬ 
cialises in seafood - particularly dover sole,

salmon, monkfish, seabass and lemon sole 
- which again ticked all the boxes for us. 

Without trying to sound too set in my 
ways, the first thing my eyes are always 
drawn to for a main is some sort of seafood 
pasta but of course there were drinks, nib¬ 
bles and starters to sort out first. 

After much deliberation Kelly opted for 
fungi in crosta, mushrooms wrapped in filo 
pastry topped with a light creamy infusion 
of bacon, mushrooms and mozzarella. 

My choice was salsiccia picante, spicy 
Italian sausage oven-baked with a combi¬ 
nation of peppers, onions and tomatoes. 
The sauce for the salsiccia picante was rich, 
thick and bursting with tomato and garlic. 

Kelly’s starter was probably the polar op¬ 
posite because, still packed full of flavour, 
it was a much lighter option and really 


very tasty. Perhaps one of the nicest things 
about the whole evening was at no point did 
we feel rushed. 

Choosing a meal was a seriously hard 
task because of the options available but 
a decision had to be made and Kelly’s eyes 
were immediately drawn to the chefs spe¬ 
cials, the sea bass in particular, which came 
with a sauce, root vegetables and a bed of 
mash potatoes. 

Crispy 

The sea bass was cooked very nicely and 
remained slightly crispy on the outside. 

I went with what I knew I’d love and or¬ 
dered the tagliolini gameroni, Italy’s finest 
noodles, according to the menu, tossed in 
king prawns, garlic and cherry tomatoes, 
served in a creamy sauce with a touch of 
chilli. 

Having tried numerous fish-based dishes 


in restaurants I can safely say the tagliolini 
gameroni was up there with the best.Hav¬ 
ing had starters, a few side dishes and a 
main meant there was no room for a sweet 
course, so we kindly passed on the dessert 
menu although the tiramisu did look tempt¬ 
ing. 

The cafe-style decor of the venue really 
does add to the experience because, al¬ 
though it’s nothing like your run-of-mill 
greasy spoon, the seating, layout and gen¬ 
eral feel of the restaurant is designed to 
make diners feel at home. 

Cafe Casita classes itself as one of the 
Black Country’s best kept secrets within 
the dining scene. 

The restaurant was packed while we were 
there and everyone seemed to be enjoying 
the atmosphere and food as much as we 
were - so perhaps it won’t be a best kept 
secret for much longer.

Listen to the birds chirping with the hood down 


Fold the roof away to listen to the engine 


By Ian Donaldson 


IT was very nearly worth the imminent onset 
of hypothermia to hear the rasp of this BMW’s 
exhausts with roof lowered and throttle pressed with 
conviction. 


Eventually the wind chill called a halt for roof erection 
(electrically, in seconds) but not before the car had 
registered a beguiling mix of brawn and sophistication. 


Many people choose a drop top for its looks and the 
chance to hear the birds chirping and people mowing 
their lawns on a sunny summer’s day. 


Not so many want a near limitless stream of power that 
turns this ragtop into a genuine performance machine. 
For those that do, BMW will happily supply a new M240i, 
in coupe or cabriolet shape. 


Sitting at the top of the BMW 2 Series range, the 
twosome gain a more powerful engine than before, up 
by 14 horses to a not inconsiderable 340 horsepower. 
That shaves 0.3 seconds off the zero to 62mph time - 
now 4.7 seconds if you choose an automatic gearbox 
- and quite enough to provide all the thrills you’ll ever 
need on the way to work. 


Or on some deserted stretch of smooth continental 
mountain pass, where you could knock the auto ‘box 
(eight speeds and £1,600 extra) into manual and control 
the changes from the paddles behind the chunky leather 
wrapped steering wheel. Best to do this with the roof 
folded away, the better to hear the exhaust note’s angry 
bark as each change goes through and the horizon fast 
forwards towards you. 


Top speeds in all versions of the M140i and M240i 
are electronically limited to 155mph, which ought to 
be sufficient even on a clear stretch of unrestricted 
autobahn. 


The twin turbocharged six-cylinder engines powering 
these mid-sized fun machines have been worked on by 
BMW’s engineers so that there’s improved economy 
and emissions along with the power lift. It means a 
reduction of up to seven per cent in the official average 
fuel consumption, with an impressive 39.8mpg with auto 
gears in the M140i and M240i Coupe and 38.2mpg for 
the heavier Convertible. C02 figures are 163 and 169g/ 
km for auto boxed cars and a bit worse (179/189) for 
models fitted with the six-speed manual gearbox. 


Cleverly, BMW points out that prices for these more 
powerful newcomers remain unchanged (M140i £31,875, 
M240i Coupe £35,090, M240i Convertible £38,535) but 
running costs for anyone paying company car tax are 
down, thanks to the cleaner tailpipe emissions. 


The M Sport versions talked about here all have firmer 
suspension but the Convertible has its own settings, a 
little softer to help cut to a minimum the near inevitable 
shimmy on bad roads caused when you chop the metal 
roof off a car and replace it with canvas. Even on poor 
roads you hardly notice and the delights of open top 
motoring (if you’re so inclined) more than compensate 
for the modest extra vibration felt through the wheel. 


Whichever version you choose there’s a typical 
BMW cockpit awaiting you, where function wins over 
extravagant looks every time. It results in a cabin 
lacking the obvious glamour of a recent Mercedes, for 
instance, but one where the driver is very much king of 
his powerful empire. And it all works nicely, from clear 
digital speed readout to a big central screen, which can 
connect you to the outside world via a built-in SIM card 
and for £900 through a Professional navigation system 
(a simpler system is standard) that updates data free. 


Not that getting lost behind the lovely six-cylinder 
engine would always be a bad thing. Keep the hood 
down and take the long way home.

Ford’s Zetec S trim level has been replaced by 
the sporty-looking ST Line. We went to find out 
whether the car’s appeal has increased as a result. 

Less than you might think. This is the Fiesta we all 
know and love, and though the Ford dealer may tell 
you that ST-Line is an all-new trim level, the truth is that 
this is actually just a rebadged Zetec S. 

Okay, that may be over-simplifying things a tad - the 
ST-Line’s arrival has prompted a little bit of a refresh - 
but it isn’t far off. 

So what do you get for your (not inconsiderable) 
£15,795 outlay? Well, Ford will tell you that the deal- 
clincher is the ST-inspired bodykit, but you also get 
flashy alloys, lowered sports suspension and the 
Fiesta’s excellent 1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol engine. Oh, 
and there’s a handful of ST-Line badges thrown in, too 

The current Fiesta may effectively be eight years old 
now, but it still looks as fresh as a daisy. The gaping 
grille, sharp lines and perfect proportions have seen 
it top the UK sales charts month in, month out, and it 
shows no signs of stopping. 

This ST-Line version certainly isn’t about to damage 
that record. The full-blown ST looks fantastic, and 
this less powerful version gets some well-judged 
trimmings inspired by that 180bhp flagship. The 
suspension, which drops the ride height by 10mm, 
gives it a squat and sporty stance that’s supplemented 
by the boy-racer grille, skirts and spoiler, but it’s never 
too over the top. It isn’t brash or vulgar, just a really 
smartly styled machine. 

If there is a sticking point, it will be the interior, which 
looks like someone fired a blunderbuss full of buttons 
at the dashboard. Everywhere you look there’s a 
button, apart from the tiny little infotainment screen 
at the top, and the cabin plastics all look a bit old and 
out-moded. Of course, this isn’t a flaw specific to the 
ST-Line car, but you would have hoped that Ford could 
have sorted it all out a few years ago. 

The ST-Line trim mostly adds aesthetic tweaks, 
rather than practical ones, so the normal Fiesta’s 
dimensions have been retained. That means you’ve 
got plenty of room in the front, but rear passengers will 
feel a tad cramped. It’s fine for children back there, but 
the lack of headroom means adults probably wouldn’t 
want to sit there for long. Further back, the boot’s 
290-litre volume puts it marginally ahead of its key 
rival, the VW Polo, but it still trails behind the likes of 
the Skoda Fabia and Honda Jazz. 

One of the main reasons for the Fiesta’s success 
has been the way it drives, and the ST-Line car is no 
different. The lowered sports suspension does make 
it slightly firmer than a bog-standard Fiesta, but it 
doesn’t get really jiggly unless you’re going fast on a 
rough road. More importantly, though, the lower ride 
makes the car more responsive in the corners and less 
prone to body roll thanks to the lower centre of gravity. 

With the 123bhp version of the 1.0-litre EcoBoost 
engine providing the power, our test car also proved 
perky enough to raise a smile without being scarily 
rapid. Like the Zetec S before it, the ST-Line really is a 
pint-sized barrel of non-threatening fun. 

ST-Line prices start from just under £15,800, and for 
that you get three doors and a 99bhp version of the 
1.0-litre EcoBoost engine that’s nippier than it sounds. 
Standard kit includes 17-inch alloys, a 4.2-inch 
infotainment screen and a heated windscreen, plus all 
the aforementioned ST-Line accoutrements. 

A more tempting proposition may well be the 
123bhp version of the little EcoBoost engine found 
in our test car. It’s only a £500 option and it cuts the 
0-62mph time from 11.2 seconds to 9.4. It transforms 
the car from a smart-looking runabout to a genuine 
warm hatch. There’s a 138bhp EcoBoost, too, but 
that’s £300 more expensive than the 123bhp engine 
and only shaves a few tenths of a second from the 
0-62mphtime. 

All the EcoBoost engines are relatively economical, 
with even the most powerful managing 62.8mpg on 
the combined cycle, but if you want something even 
more parsimonious, you can always have the 1.5-litre 
diesel engine. With 94bhp on tap, it’s the slowest 
engine of the four, but the 11.7-second sprint to 62mph 
is respectable and the 78.5mpg economy is very 
attractive. The biggest catch is the £1,100 premium it 
commands over the 99bhp EcoBoost.

The core engine in the Suzuki Celerio range is a 
1.0-litre three-cylinder petrol unit developing a 
total of 66bhp at 6,000rpm and 89Nm of torque 
at 3,500rpm, so you’re going to need to give the 
throttle pedal a bit of treatment to get anywhere. 
Especially if you opt for it with the brand’s 
efficient AGS automatic gearbox. This system 
features an Intelligent Shift 

Control Actuator positioned at the top of the 
transmission that operates the gearshift and clutch 
automatically. With AGS, the driver can enjoy the 
ease driving of an automatic in city traffic, but 
without any loss in fuel efficiency or increase in C02 
emissions that would normally be the case with a 
conventional torque converter equipped automatic 
transmission. There’s even a low speed ‘creep’ 
facility which allows the car to move in gear without 
the accelerator being applied, ideal in slow traffic and 
when parking. 

The alternative Celerio powerplant is another 
1.0-litre petrol unit with the same output, this one 
using Suzuki’s more efficient Dualjet technology. 
Power goes to the front wheels via a five-speed 
manual gearbox at first, but we suspect that most UK 
buyers will want to talk to their dealer about matching 
the Dualjet engine technology to Suzuki’s Auto Gear 
Shift (AGS). 

The Celerio probably isn’t going to turn too many 
heads, being a fairly generic-looking citycar in the 
modern mould. That’s not to say its styling lacks 
merit, just that it’s nothing too adventurous. The most 
notable flourishes are probably the deeply sculpted 
flanks, with an arcing swage line that runs just 
below the door handles. The front grille is unusual, 
with a three-bar design that kinks upwards at each 
extremity into the big headlight pods. 

Prices start at around £7,000 for the SZ2 version, 
rising to around £9,000 for the plushest SZ4. If 
you’re happy with the mid-range SZ3, then your 
dealer will offer you the option of Suzuki’s more 
efficient ‘Dualjet’ 1.0-litre petrol engine - for a price 
premium of around £500. If instead, you had your 
eye on the top SZ4, there’s the advantage that this 
trim level comes with the option of efficient AGS 
automatic transmission - for an £800 premium. This 
system features an Intelligent Shift Control Actuator 
positioned at the top of the gearbox that operates the 
gearshift and clutch automatically. 

Standard specification highlights for the Celerio 
SZ3 include six airbags, ESP stability control, air 
conditioning, alloy wheels, DAB Radio, CD Tuner, 
USB, Bluetooth connectivity and remote central 
locking. The even higher equipped SZ4 model adds 
polished alloy wheels, rear electric windows, front 
fog lamps, body coloured door mirrors and chrome 
front grille. 

The standard 1.0-litre triple engine makes some 
very respectable figures, eking 65.7 miles from 
a gallon of unleaded and emitting just 99g/km of 
carbon dioxide. Go for the AGS-equipped automatic 
model and there’s no running cost penalty. 

If you’re happy with a stick-shift and don’t mind 
a modest £500 price premium, then Suzuki’s 
more modern Dualjet 1.0-litre petrol engine is a 
better bet in this car. This engine incorporates twin 
fuel injectors for improved fuel economy; Dualjet 
technology positions the fuel injectors very close 
to the engine inlet valves and allows for a finer fuel 
mixture which in turn provides a more effective 
transfer into the engine. This unit also incorporates a 
stop start facility when stationary. In Dualjet form, this 
Suzuki’s combined cycle fuel consumption improves 
to 78.5mpg, while the C02 return is enhanced to 
84g/km. That’ll make such a Celerio the cleanest 
and most fuel efficient new car on sale for less than 
£ 10 , 000 .

Since it arrived for test I had only had the chance 
to be a passenger in the Kia, which was a suitably 
pleasant experience as far as sitting in a car 
travelling up and down the UK motorway network 
goes. 

So imagine my delight when I was handed the 
keys to the Sportage and told to head for Maranello 
to take part in this year’s Bangers4BEN charity rally. 

It was the same delight I had to try to disguise as 
the rest of the participants rolled on to the ferry at 
Dover, knowing that the next 2,000 miles would be in 
comfort and style. 

The Kia had already proven its worth getting the 
team around on home soil, but when faced with the 
long, seemingly endless French roads, it really began 
to excel. 

With cruise control selected, the Kia effortlessly ate 
up the miles. The Sportage proved the ideal car for 
the journey, big and comfy with a definite premium 
feel in the cabin and a sat nav that you don’t need a 
degree to operate. 

The drive was a little dull, but the Kia was great 
and must have looked fantastic as several roadside 
cameras decided to take a picture as we made our 
way across France, into Switzerland and onwards. 

It was day three that really made the Kia stand out. 
This was the day that I tackled the most beautifully 
terrifying drive of my life - the Furka Pass. Reaching 
almost 8,000 feet above sea level, this is the iconic 
alpine pass from the movie Goldfinger. Equally 
ranked as one of the best driving roads and most 
dangerous routes in the world, the Furka Pass was to 
give the Kia one hell of a challenge. 

It was faced with ridiculously steep climbs, hairpin 
bends and few passing spots, all the while with a very 
nervous driver behind the wheel. It coped admirably 
though, unlike the driver. 

For a big lump the handling was tight and 
responsive, the engine and gearbox seamlessly 
delivering as we powered up into the Alps, and - 
most importantly - it had very good brakes. 

It has to be said that the rest of the rally participants 
found the drive a bit more Driving Miss Daisy than 
Goldfinger, but I don’t bounce well and with the Swiss 
approach to a safety barrier sometimes being no 
more than a kerb, it was all my nerves would take. 

In all, an awesome drive where the Kia did us proud 
-though I’m not sure I returned the favour!

State-of-the-art technology 
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High on the list of affordable SUYs

With no signs of a dip in sales of compact 
SUVs - by far the biggest sector of the new 
car market - it’s a good time for Vauxhall to 
update its offering to keep it in the race. 

The new Mokka X, already one of the more 
capacious examples of the genre, now comes 
with a minor facelift, new equipment and, 
more importantly, two efficient new engines 
- a 1.4 petrol turbo and Vauxhall’s 1.6 litre 
whisper diesel which does live up to its name. 

The test car was powered by the latter unit 
as used in top models of the much-acclaimed 
new Astra, with 136PS of power and a hefty 
320NM of torque, which endows it with the 
dual benefits of lively performance and 
relaxed cruising. 

It is indeed a quiet unit: never raucous even 
under hard acceleration, and virtually silent 
even at motorway speeds. 

Its refinement is matched by its tax 
efficiency: its 114gm/km CO rating means 
road tax and benefit in kind tax are kept 
relatively low. 

Official tests put its average fuel 
consumption at almost 66mpg, but such 
official figures are rarely (if ever) achieved in 
the real world so my test figure of 54mpg over 
a couple of hundred miles of mixed driving 
might be a reasonable guide. 

The test car was in Elite trim and costs 
£24,415 but the range goes from £17,640 
to £26,815, which is very competitive in this 
sector of the market. 


The new Mokka comes with a front end 
facelift including a new wing-shaped 
horizontal grille and double wing LED 
headlights. The back lights are also new, and 
on the inside the car has a completely new 
dashboard adapted from the new Astra. 

It retains its sporty good looks without 
compromising on interior space, able to 
accommodate five adults in comfort plus 356 
litres of cargo. Naturally you can fold down the 
rear seats to increase boot capacity to 1,372 
litres. 

The seating position is high, for easier 
access and good visibility, which is one of 
the big attractions for SUV buyers. The big, 
sports-style front seats hold you comfortable 
and secure, and for those in the front seat 
heaters are standard on this model as was a 
heated leather steering wheel. 

The test car was a front wheel drive version 
(which the majority of buyers will chose) 
although there is a 4x4 option. In spite of its 
height, the Mokka X handles well and corners 
with little discernible body roll, probably 
because of rather firm suspension which you 
do notice over some of our B-roads. The car 
performs well, and feels particularly relaxed 
during motorway cruising. 

Equipment includes digital radio, Bluetooth, 
automatic headlights and wipers, electrically 
heated and folding door mirrors, ABS, stability 
and traction controls, hill start assist and a 
tyre pressure monitoring system. 

It is also fitted with OnStar, Vauxhall’s new 
system where the touch of a button can put 
you in touch with a real human operator for 


help and assistance. If, for instance, you’re 
unlucky enough to have an accident the 
operator can tell exactly where you are and 
alert the emergency services. 

For those who prefer petrol to diesel, 
Vauxhall has added the option of a 1.4 direct 
injection turbo engine from the Astra, This 
152PS unit, even with a six-speed automatic 


transmission and apadtive all wheel drive, 
is still capable of averaging 43.5mpg and 
C02 emissions of 150g/km. It’s pretty nifty 
too, able to tackle the 0 to 62mph dash in 9.4 
seconds. 

There’s a MOPS version of the same engine, 
providing a little more economy and lower 
emissions. 


Since its launch just four years ago, Vauxhall 
has sold more than 500,000 Mokkas in 
Europe - with one in five going to UK buyers. 

Its new engines and interior should keep it 
high up on the list of affordable SUVs, even 
without the OnStar system which provides a 
level of assistance and a safety net unusual in 
cars in this price range.
